of the international union. 
Hoffa is seeking re-election as 

president of the 1,700,000-member 

union at the teamster convention 


at Miami starting July 3. 

Teamster spokesmen here con 
firmed yesterday reports that 
such a solicitation had been 
made, released the text of the 
letter, and said that there was a 
favorable response. 

The letter, dated May 13, bore 
the letterhead ‘‘National Com- 
mittee for the Re-election of 
James R. Hoffa and John F. 
English.’ English is secretary- 
treasurer of the international 
union. 

The fund appeal was signed by 
Harold Gibbons of St. Louis, 
executive vice . president, and 
Owen (Bert) Brennan, vice presi- 
dent, who died May 28. The two 
were also listed as co-chairmen 
“completely independent”’ 


With underlining, the letter 
emphasized that all contributions 
| would be voluntary and that ‘‘n 
| money can come from any union 
treasuries.’’ Use of union funds 


‘for union officers’ election ex- 


penses is prohibited by law. 
Recipients of the appeal were 

“please be certain to 

the list of names of 


'persons making the contribu- 


tions.”’ 
Teamster spokesmen said the 


'funds would be used to pay the 


costs of Hoffa's hospitality suite 
for delegates at Miami, and for 
other incidental election expen- 
ses. 


One officer said that if no op- 
position to Hoffa developed, and 
none has, the funds would: be 
turned over to the _ favorite 
charity of Hoffa and English.

Harriman Speaks at 
Laos Talks but Does 
Not Mention New, 
Possibly More Se- 


rious Attacks, 


GENEVA, June 15 (AP) — 
United States Ambassador W. 
Averell Harriman charged today 
of troops 
from Communist North Viet Nam 
took part in the successful at- 
tack on Padong in Laos. 


In a speech at the internationa! 
conference on Laos, Harriman 
today’s at- 
tacks by pro-Communist rebel 
forces in Laos, which military 
men judged more important than 
the attack on Padong June 7. The 
West boycotted the conference 
for five days because of 
anger about Padong. 

The latest attacks took 
villages near the narrow 
of Laos and threatened to split 
the forces of the royal Laotian 
government into two segments. 

Although a spokesman for Har- 
riman minimized the importance 
of these attacks, military men 
considered them even more fla- 
grant violations of the cease-fire. 
The Communists have not even 
complained that it was provoked 
by supply flights of United States 
planes over their territory, as 
they did at Padong. 

Soviet Airlift. 


Harriman said: 

“The Soviet Union has been 
almost daily supplying the 
forces of the rebels, through 
Xieng Khouang by an airlift 
which originates in North Viet 
Nam.” 

Harriman’s speech was a reply 
to Soviet Foreign Minister An- 
drei Gromyko, who blamed the 
United States and pro-Western 
troops for earlier violations of 
the Laotian cease-fire proclaimed 
last month. 

Harriman answered Soviet 
charges that the United States 
was deliberately holding up prog- 
ress of the 14-nation conference 
He said the delay was caused by 
Gromyko's refusal to send ade- 
quate instructions to the Inter- 
national Control Commission and 
by the refusal of the contending 
factions in Laos to co-operate 
with the commission. The com- 
mission supervises truce teams 
in Laos trying to control the 
cease-fire. 


“This refusal persisted despite 
the fact that thete ware recur- 
ring allegations and complaints 
from both combatant parties of 
serious violations of the cease- 
fire,’ Harriman declared. 


Counters Red Charge.— 


Harriman, President Kenne- 
dy’s roving ambassador and 
chief United States delegate at 
the conference, then countered 
Gromyko’s charges that royal 
Laotian forces at Padong were 
headed by American officers. 

“‘At the time of the attack on 
Padong,”’ Harriman said, ‘‘there 
were seven Americans, only one 
of whom was an officer, and his 
rank is that of captain, among 
the 1400 royal Lao government 
troops in the area of Padong.”’ 

Turning to Communist com- 
plaints about the lack of prog- 
ress here, Harriman declared 
that ways must be found “‘to re- 
duce the decibels of our discus- 
sions from these plenary meet- 
ings to the quiet working negotia- 
tions which are necessary for 
progress.” 

Western delegations here have 
accused the Communists of using 
the plenary sessions, attended by 
all the conference delegations, 
as a sounding board for propa- 
ganda. 

Ready to Work on Details. 

Harriman said small working 
groups would permit careful dis- 
cussion of rival proposals. ‘‘We 
are fully prepared to enter into 
detailed drafting work on a 
paragraph-by-paragraph, line-by- 
line, word-by-word basis,’’ he 
said. 

“So long as we are free from 
military threats and from bom- 
bast either here or in Laos, there 
is every reason to hope that our 
work can bring useful results.’’

The statement said the inquiry 
team could not discuss any sub- 
jects that it would consider in 
writing its report and, it said. 
any statements attributed to it 
were without foundation. 

After the assassination of Do- 
minican dictator Generalissimo 
Retael Trujillo May 30, the Or- 
ganization of American States 
sept the committee to Ciudad 
Trujillo to investiagte conditions. 
lts members represent. the 
United States, Panama, Uruguay 
and Colombia. Augusto Guiller- 
mo Arango of Panama is chair- 
man. The United States repre- 
sentative is Gerald A. Drew, in- 
spector general of the Foreign 
pervice. 

Decision on Sanctions. 

The committee will report to 
to its parent committee which in 
turn will report to the council 
of the OAS. The council then 
will decide whether to modify 
sanctions imposed on the Domin- 
ican Republic last August be- 
cause of a Dominican plot which 
narrowly missed killing Presi- 
dent Romulo Betancourt of Ven- 
ezuela. The other American na- 
tions broke diplomatic relations 
and imposed partial economic 
sanctions.

Courthouse Outgrown. 

Senator John J. Johnson 
(Dem.), Affton, said the county 
has outgrown the present court- 
house, and additional courtroom 
and office space is required as a 
result of the county’s rapid popu- 
lation growth. 

He reported the county is pay- 
ing more than $240,000 a year in 
rent for offices in  privately- 
owned buildings. This money, he 
asserted, could be used to re- 
tire revenue bonds issued to fi- 
nance additional court house 
facilities. 

The bill, passed by a vote of 

to 0, is similar to one en- 
acted by the 1959 Legislature and 
vetoed by Gov. James T. Blair 
on grounds that the proposed 
bands were of doubtful constitu- 
tionality and marketability. 

Senator. Johnson said_ the 
county administration, which 
sponsored the bill, had been ad- 
vised by bond attorneys that 
such bonds would be legal, and 
investment firms had indicated 
a willingness to purchase them. 
Johnson acknowledged. that a 
declaratory judgment suit prob- 
ably would -have to be brought 
in the courts to determine the 
question. 

Uses of Bond Issues. 


The bill would authorize issu- 
ance of revenue bonds to finance 
construction of a new court- 
house, remodeling and expansion 
of the present courthouse, a 
separate courts building, a coun- 
ty office building or other struc- 
tures to be used for county 
governmental purposes. The rev- 
enue bond issue would have to 
be approved by the County Coun- 
cil. The measure would permit a 
top interest rate of 6 per cent a 
year and a maximum maturity 
period of 40. years. 

The county administration spon- 
sored the bill authorizing incin- 
erators, to be financed: from 
general county funds, general 
obligation bonds or revenue 
bonds. 

Senator Maurice Schechter 
(Dem.), Creve Coeur, told the 
Senate that incinerators are es- 
sential because almost all space 
available for land-fill refuse dis- 
posed has been used. He said 
the county could contract with 
municipalities for wse of the in- 
cinerators. 

A third county-sponsored bill, 
designed to make it easier for 
municipalities to consolidate, ran 
into opposition and was delayed. 
The bill would permit consolida- 
tion by a majority vote in each 
municipality involved, instead of 
requiring a two-thirds majority. 

Amendment Added. 


A Senate committee added an 
amendment which sought to pre- 
vent consolidation under this act 
of county municipalities with St. 
Louis. St. Louis Senators asked 


that the bill be held up until | 
they could study the amendment. | 


It was generally agreed that 
the amendment was meaningless. 
County Senators pointed out that 
the only way the city can con- 


solidate with adjoining county 


municipalities is under one of 
several procedures specified in 
the state constitution. The con- 
stitutional procedures could not 
be altered by the bill. 

Another measure passed and 
sent to the Governor would in-

HARD FIGHT FOR 


SALES TAX RISE 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill., June 15 
(AP)—Gov. Otto Kerner declared 
today he will keep the Illinois 
Legislature in session until it 
approves his proposed half-cent 
State sales tax increas« 

Kerner told his weekly press 
conference he intends to get his 
revenue program approved by 
the Legislature ‘“‘even if it takes 
all summer or al! the rest of the 
biennial session.” 

The Democratic Governor, who 
earlier had accused the Republi- 
cans. of playing politics, asserted, 
“If they want to play politics, 
we can play too.”’ 

Most Republicans in the Legis- 
lature are strongly opposed to 
the half-cent state sales tax in- 
crease, the heart of the Gover- 
nor’s revenue. proposals. The 
regular session ends at midnight 
June 30. 

Kerner, who warned legisla- 
tors at a House dinner last night 
he would keep them in session 
unless his program is approved, 
denied the statement was an ul- 
timatum. 

“T intended to indicate I was 
pretty serious about fiscal re- 
sponsibility,’ the Governor said. 
“T intend to get it if it takes 
all summer or all the rest of the 
biennial session.” 

Representative William E. Pol- 
lack of Chicago, Republican mi- 


nority leader, said after the 
dinner that Kerner’s statement 
“shows a note af desperation 
and futility...” 

Asked about Pollack’s state- 
ment, the Governor replied that 
Pollack “indicated last night he 
was in opposition, period. It is 
unlikely we will think alike at 
anytime.’ 

Asked when he might call a 
special session, Kerner replied, 
“IT have made no definite de- 
cision.” { 

A bill calling for the half-cent 
state sales tax increase, rejected 
recently by the Senate, is at 
passage stage in the House 


Without the additional $119, 


000.000 two-vear revenue it would 


produce, Kerner contends, the 
state could not run in the black. 

Even with’ the increase; he 
said, the state faces a shortage 
of $30,000,000 in balancing gene-

Kerner’s program to broaden 
the application of the sales taxes 
got a boost yesterday from the 
Illinois Supreme Court

All the former privately owned 
industries and commercial enter- 
prises are owned and. operated 
by the government. It is the pro- 
ducer of agricultural products, 
the operator of all transportation 
and communications, the owner 
of all city property and most of , 
the land on the island.

THE CASTRO REGIME’S at- 
tempt to increase the production 
of food and manufactured _arti- 
cles has met with no notable 
success. Despite the govern- 
yment’s optimistic statements, re- 
ports from the interior indicate 
there has been little increase. 

Millions of pounds of lard are 
still being imported from the 
United States. The American 
embargo against exports to Cuba 
does not affect food or medi- 
cine, but Cuba’s lack of dollars 
holds imports of these to a 
minimum. 

Nevertheless ,the United States 
1s still buying between $70,000,000 
and $80,000,000 worth of Cuban 
products a year. These imports 
are mostly tobacco, fruit and 
vegetables. The dollars _re- 
ceived by Cuba are being used 
whenever possible to buy pro-_ 
ducts from Western Europe 
rather than from the United 
States. For instance, the Cuban 
government has just announced 
that large quantities of medical 
supplies have been purchased 
from Switzerland.

Ike as Elder Statesman 

Many, perhaps most, who keep 
an eve on the party line may be in 
for disillusion. We had imagined 
that former President Eisenhower 
had a great deal in common with 
the social philosophy and the pri- 
vate enterprise policies of the 
United States Chamber of Com- 
merce. But have a look at what 
happened on June 2. 

On that day came the newspaper 
report that Gen. Eisenhower deliv- 
ered a speech the night before in 
which he called the Democratic 
New Frontiersmen reckless deficit 
spenders practicing Government by 
Big Brother. 


He also said: ‘‘I am deeply dis- 
turbed .. by the indication of 
sheer recklessness in programs 
compelling deficit spending on the 
federal level. A free, healthy, com- 


petitive economy cannot long exist 
if it is to be subject to political 
abuse, bewildered by constantly 
shrinking dollars and continually 
fearful of Government controls.”’ 


He repeated the view, frequently 
expressed, that deficit spending is 
immoral. But, and this is the but 
that butted this reader towards the 
bottom of disillusion, Time maga- 
zine, hardly a mouthpiece of the 
New Frontier, bearing the date line 
of June 2, quoted the Chamber’s re- 
cent 42-page analysis of United 
States debt. Here are some quotes 
from Time and the Chamber's 
analysis: 

‘For those who think the Govern- 
ment is the spendthrift, the growth 
figures contain some_ surprises. 
Since World War II, personal and 
corporate debt in the United States 
has almost quadrupled, soaring 
from 154 billion dollars to 582 billion 
dollars. In the same period, federal 
debt has risen only from 230 billion 
dollars to 241 billion dollars, and 
amounts to barely 48 per cent of 
the gross national product today, 
v. 109 per cent in 1946. Concludes 
the Chamber of Commerce: If 
G.N.P. is any partial measure of 
the ability of the economy to sup- 
port debt, the present size of the 
federal debt itself does not appear 
excessive. Economic growth de- 
pends heavily on debt expansion. 
In fact, as any business man knows, 
debt is one of the economy’s most 
valuable lubricants. Is the United 
States becoming an _ over-debted 
economy? The Chamber of Com- 
merce does not think so.” 

Is it possible that Gen. Eisen- 
hower is in process of becoming a 
speech-happy heretic? May we not 
expect that the United States Cham- 
ber of Commerce should be consult- 
ed before and not after the event 
of such a speech by the General, to. 
whom. good ol’ Uncle Sam has been

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Does Blight Beget Blight? 


As important sections of our cities—notably 
St. Louis—are being rebuilt, there are in- 
creasingly frequent complaints that other 
neighborhoods are going to wrack and ruin, 
that urban rehabilitation is no more than an 
expensive process of moving slums, that the 
eradication of blight actually speeds decay. 

Such talk tends to reverse cause and effect. 
Slums make redevelopment necessary, rather 
than vice versa. Granted that displacement is 
involved, the deterioration of other neighbor- 
hoods nevertheless is largely the fault of 
those who neglect them or abandon them. 

Where there is will and wisdom, decline 
can be averted. Blighted neighborhoods can 
be restored without much razing and rebuild- 
ing. Examples are Chicago’s Hyde Park, Wood- 
lawn, Kenwood and Oakland sections. In spite 
of the lakefront, fine parks, the University of 
Chicago, and elegant residential blocks, blight 
cut deeply into these contiguous neighbor- 
hoods. The crime rate went up. Property was 
neglected. Long-time residents moved out. 
Worse seemed destined to lead only to worst. 

Then came the formation of the South East 
Chicago Commission, a model for other cities. 
Realizing that unsupported zeal can accom- 
plish little, the university and other property- 
owners raised a modest fund for personnel 
and expenses. With volunteer help, detailed 
information on existing conditions was ob- 
tained. After diagnosis came treatment. 

~ . 

With official co-operation, redevelopment 
projects were started. But the SECC realized 
that these would be engulfed if the causes of 
decay were not arrested. One of these was 
crime. A retired police captain was employed 
to keep a close eye on law enforcement. The 
crime rate dropped. A systematic inspection 
program was developed to put new meaning 
into zoning and building regulations. 

Real estate agents adopted a code of self- 
discipline. A member now can be expelled 
from the Chicago Real Estate Board if he 
operates sub-standard property. Owners were 
encouraged to refurbish property. 

The co-operation of the Board of Educa- 
tion was obtained because the availability of 
good schools often is decisive in residential 
choice. Churches and other institutions were 
encouraged to become more active in the 
achievement of community stability. Legal 
steps were taken. For example, as the result 
of a court decision, utility services now may 
be denied to sub-standard premises. In short, 
a comprehensive improvement campaign was 
carried forward, day in and day out. 

The SECC did not close its eyes to the im- 
pact of new people on old neighborhoods. 
No race lines were drawn. “Quality and 
equality” became the slogan. Anybody was 
welcome who would live up to the standards 
of a good neighborhood. 

All this is just the opposite of the philos- 
ophy of those who believe that decline is 
inevitable, not to mention those who exploit 
such decline by offering run-down property 
to new occupants at high prices. It is the 
opposite of spot zoning and lackadaisical law 
enforcement. It is the opposite of the lazy 
view that it is easier to move out than to 
maintain a neighborhood. 
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While some change in neighborhoods may 
be inevitable in St. Louis as elsewhere, much 
can be accomplished by co-operative enforce- 
ment of minimum standards and zoning, by 
avoidance of exploitive real estate practices, 
by taking advantage of available assistance 
for neighborhood maintenance, especially by 
the development of greater civic pride in the 
individual property owner. 

One of the principal bars to reversing the 
trend of neighborhood deterioration is racial 
discrimination in housing, in the view of 
Charles L. Farris, director of the St. Louis 
Land Clearance and Housing Authority. Mr. 
Farris said in a speech Wednesday that the 
sudden overcrowding of some neighborhoods 
is due to this factor, and is not the conse- 
quence of urban renewal. 

Robert W. Duffe, newly appointed director 
of public safety, is going to put major empha- 
sis on neighborhood rehabilitation. Nothing 
could contribute more to his success than the 
organization or reinvigoration of neighborhood 
associations along the lines of the SECC. 
What City Hall can do depends on citizen 
co-operation. Those who undertake such a job 
hardly will have time to be annoyed by those 
others who moan and groan that the fight 
against decay only spreads it more widely. 


Stull for Dog Days 

Hardly anyone in the Legislature even tries 
to defend Missouri's dog-days August primary 
any more. Yet bills to advance the primary 
date to June always wind up in the legislative 
dog house. One such measure is expiring now 
on the Senate calendar. If there is no open 
opposition, why do such bills not pass? 

The old answer, that machine politicians 
find a low-interest primary easier to manipu- 
late, hardly suffices; there are no real ma- 
chines left in Missouri. Yet some incumbent 
officials evidently cling to the notion that 
the less interest the public has in a primary— 
and in them—the better their chance of re- 
nomination. While this is an ironic self-judg- 
ment, it may sometimes be correct. 

Hence Missourians will have to sweat 
through another summer primary before the 
Legislature decides, as it eventually will, that 
the people can be trusted to vote in the more 
inspiring air of spring. 


Confusion Over Reserves 

A distressing confusion and uncertainty has 
arisen over Pentagon and Army views on what 
can best be done to improve the Army’s re- 
serve forces.: Several days after President 
Kennedy announced a plan to increase readi- 
ness of the Army Reserves and National 
Guard, Deputy Defense Secretary Gilpatric 
explained that the plan was entirely the 
Army’s responsibility. Now the Army has put 
forth its interpretation of what is needed for 
the plan to be workable. 

Outstanding is the Army’s assertion that it 
must have 50,000 more regulars regardless 
of what is done for the reserves. And instead 
of the 19 per cent cut in its 700,000 reserves 
that had been considered, the Army insists 
the plan means a 10 per cent increase is 
needed. Also, 100,000 reservists who have not 
been subject to call will have to take annual 
summer training. Units selected for first call 
will have to take extra training. ‘The re- 
serves will need new weapons and equipment 
in large amounts at a time when the Regular 
Army is gravely lacking in them. All this can 
be expected to be very costly. 

After the reserves are made more ready 


for service, too many of them will be World 
War Ii and Korean veterans and others re- 
garded as poor risks for the rigors of field 
service. Judging by the confusion that exists 
over the readiness plan, by the costs involved 
and by the doubtful gains, a review of the en- 
tire reserves program is certainly in order. 


Mr. Kennedy’s Ailing Back 

There is a sharp contrast in the way Presi- 
dent Eisenhower's illnesses were handled by 
his press secretary, James Hagerty, and the 
manner in which Pierre Salinger and his as- 
sistant, Andrew Hatcher, are handling the 
back ailment of President Kennedy. To his 
credit, Mr. Hagerty operated on the principle 
of full disclosure, even when reporters’ ques- 
tions about clinical details bordered on the 
ridiculous. 

Messrs. Salinger and Hatcher have been 
less than frank and have not allowed reporters 
to talk to the two physicians who have at- 
tended Mr. Kennedy. When asked whether 
he objected to the efforts of reporters to ob- 
tain additional information about the Presi- 
dent’s backache, Press Secretary Salinger re- 
plied: “I only object to any attempt to build 
this illness out of proportion to what it 
really is.” 

That is a laudable objective, but Mr. Sa- 
linger cannot achieve it by concealing infor- 
mation or otherwise trying to cover-up. As any 
newspaperman knows (and this includes Mr. 
Kennedy) a suggestion of concealment only 
piques curiosity. Mr. Salinger, in short, is de- 
feating his own purpose; and he is inviting 
doubts about what he may say in the future. 

Presumably Mr. Kennedy should be held 
responsible along with his White House staff. 
The President is physically tough and in his 
personal philosophy takes no account of physi- 
cal discomfort. It is understandable that he 
might resent others prying into something he 
wants to ignore. This is especially true since 
he may feel that picturing him using crutches 
tends to upset temporarily the image of the 
vigorous young leader he wants to present 
to the world. 

But one of the burdens of the presidency 
involves the surrender of privacy, and the best 
thing Mr. Kennedy can do is clear the way 
for reporters to obtain all the information 
they wish about his ailing back. Nothing has 
been published to suggest that there is any- 
thing more amiss than pulled ligaments suf- 
fered when he shoveled some earth in Canada 
May 16. Nearly every middle-aged household- 
er has agonized over a strained back at one 
time or another. 

Nevertheless, full disclosure is the quickest 
way to scotch rumors. Learning this lesson 
may be more painful than a backache, but Mr. 
Kennedy and his staff need to learn it. 


Queen Season Open 

For some reason, queens are blossoming 
out all over, which may be a good thing. Roy- 
alty seems particularly to have adopted the 
state of Arkansas. We have taken note of a 
young lady from El Dorado who has been 
chosen the 1961 Arkansas Poultry Princess. 
She was crowned at Little Rock at a $50-a- 
plate dinner for 900 poultry industry boosters, 
which looks like prosperity. Then we find at 
Warren, Ark., the coronation of Miss Pink 
Tomato of 1961, aged 17, and the selection of 
Little Miss Pink Tomato of 1961, aged 3. We 
do not attach any significance to the foregoing 
intelligence, but we regard it as a compensa- 
tion of sorts for those who were disappointed 
at not seeing a picture of Mrs. John F. Ken- 
nedy tumbling from her water skis off the 
coast of Greece. 


Behind a School Defeat 

The Democratic party apparatus in St. Louis 
is clearly responsible for the seventh failure 
in recent years of efforts to reorganize the 
School Board so that it could make more ef- 
ficient use of its tax income. It is a record to 
be ashamed of, particularly so since the par- 
ty’s blind opposition to the reform grows not 
from any philosophical conviction but merely 
from a fear it would cut into the Democratic 
patronage interest in the schools. 

The St. Louis school system is governed by 
laws enacted in Jefferson City by a Missouri 
Legislature that generally permits the St. 
Louis delegation to have its own way on mat- 
ters affecting the city. St. Louis’s seven state 
senators and 18 representatives are all Demo- 
crats and, with but one or two exceptions, 
they take their orders from party committee- 
men who oppose any change in the present 
school laws. 

That. the Democratic committeemen are 
out of touch with reality on this issue was 
demonstrated in the last school election here 
when their slate was decisively beaten by can- 
didates pledged to run the system for the ben- 
efit of the children, not the ward politicians. 
The committeemen lost the election, but 
through their legislative puppets have refused 
to permit the school system to organize itself 
under a single superintendent; they prefer 
the administrative chaos that comes from 
having four administrative chiefs. 

Fortunately for St. Louis parents, the pres- 
ent School Board is on their side and com- 
mitted to eliminating the waste of tax dollars 
that had been the outstanding feature of 
school operations under recent ward-domi- 
nated Boards. This means that although the 
Board cannot reorganize for maximum effi- 
ciency, a great deal can be done to improve 
the system within the limits of the present 
administrative apparatus, awkward as it may 
be. It is now time to get on with that es- 
sential task. 


Retirement in the Court? : 

Justice Black has denied, through a friend, 
that he now plans retirement, and Senator 
Kefauver of Tennessee says reports that he 
would succeed the Justice on the bench are 
fantastic. Yet the situation on the court indi- 
cates that such denials will not end rumors 
about possible vacancies. 

Hugo Black is one of the most useful and 
forthright Justices. At the age of 75, he is a 
vigorous man, and always has been, as a remi- 
niscence reprinted in today’s Mirror of Public 
Opinion suggests. And he is not the oldest 
member of the court; Justice Frankfurter is 
78. Since these two men have often been 
found on opposite sides in court cases, particu- 
larly those involving civil liberties, it may be 
that neither would retire without assurance 
that the other would do so. 

Moreover, Chief Justice Warren and Jus- 
tices Clark and Douglas .all will reach retire- 
ment status during President Kennedy’s first 
term. Retirement is not compulsory, but the 
possibility that the President could remake 
the court exists. We expect to hear more 
about it. |

Justice Black as a Police Judge 


Reporter Pleaded Guilty Before Judge Who Denies He Is Retiring From Supreme Court

Commentators have recalled that Mr. 
Justice Black was once a nominal 
member of the Ku Klux Klan and that 
he started his public career as a police 
judge. 

The best that can be said for the 
Ku Klux Klan episode is that Alabama 
political usage made a joiner out of 
practically every aspirant for public 
office. Being a police judge is no dis- 
qualification for a 
more exalted posi- 
tion. To be sure, 
it involves no ex- 
perience with the 
more esoteric 
phases of the law, 
but in other re- 
spects it is what 
they call a liberal education with hu- 
manity in the raw as a textbook. 


In the days when Judge Black was 
holding court in Birmingham City Hall, 
the cast of characters in an ordinary 
police docket had fewer representa- 
tives from the upper brackets than 
now. There were fewer automobiles. 
Even so, there was always a fair cross- 
section of eccentric human conduct to 
be examined, and not all the accused 
were from the ranks of the down- 
trodden. At least many of them didn’t 
think so, a description which would 
have applied to a group of six news- 
paper men who were brought to the 
bar one day charged with “Sunday 
gaming.” 

Economically ' speaking, we were 
just a bunch of dead-end kids—for I 
was one of them—but we had psycho- 
logical compensations peculiar to our 
craft. Our roles were those of ob- 
servers and critics. It was annoying 
to be set down in the cockpit with the

rest of humanity. Besides, it might 
cost us dough. And it did. 


We were appréhended late one Sun- 
day afternoon while relaxing our minds 
in a ramshackle hotel next door to the 
plant of the Birmingham News. It was 
one of those friendly cut-throat games, 
punctuated by gusts of cynical observa- 
tions such as newspaper men affected 
in those days before the profession was 
overrun with college graduaies. 

Strangely enough, Hugo Black, who 
had just been made the municipal 
judge after a City Hall shakeup, came 
off rather well. We all agreed that he 
was a smart guy who, if he kept his 
eye on the ball, might one day become 
chairman of the City Commission. 


The interruption occurred at an un- 
fortunate moment for me. I was about 
to repair my fortunes with four kings, 
for Tom White, the sports editor, was 
upping each bet on the pathetic as- 
sumption that he had me topped, The 
showdown never came. Somebody said, 
“You're all under arrest.’’ We looked 
up and saw two tall, seedy-looking 
plain-clothes men. 


As we filed out into the gloaming, 
we were filled with the sense of our 
abused dignity. Where was the free- 
dom of the press? And why didn'‘t 
these flat-foots spend their time run- 
ning down some of our unsolved mur- 
ders? In those days—between 1910 
and 1913—Birmingham was red hot and 
wide open. Practically every reporter 
on our staff had been an eyewitness 
of at least one gun duel. 

With all this in our minds, we were 
herded to police headquarters, booked 
for ‘Sunday gaming”’ and, through the 
courtesy of George Bodeker, the chief 
of police, were allowed to sign our own 
bonds. | 

When we showed up in court, Judge 
Black addressed us twice. 

“Guilty?” he asked. 


We nodded our heads. 

‘‘Ten dollars fine.”’ 

We paid up, after pooling our re 
sources, and went back to the job. 

When Judge Black resigned his post 
to take a long vacation in the West, I 
wrote a little story about it that 
seemed to me a model of sympathetic 
restraint. The judge thought otherwise. 

“You implied,’”’ he said, ‘‘that I was 
suffering from an incurable malady.” 

We met again in 1917 when we both 
were cadets at the Officers’ Training 
Camp at Fort Oglethorp, Ga. ‘The 
judge still remémbered the story, but 
had forgotten the occasion on which 
he had passed judgment on my friends 
and me. In an atmosphere of aroused 
patriotism, he was friendly to all and, 
when the period of training came to 
an end, offered to drive me back to 
Birmingham in his car. 

All I can recall about that trip is 
that we both were embarrassed and 
inflated at the same time when a 
waitress in a hotel at Rome, Ga., ad- 
dressed us as ‘‘captain.’”” The judge, 
I am sure, valued those silver bars as 
much as I did. 

In reflecting on my unprofitable en- 
counter with Birmingham justice, I 
was often possessed with the idea that 
Tom White, the sports editor, really 


owed me money. After all, I was about 
to take him with four kings, One day 
I broached the subject. 

“What were you holding when the 
cops broke in?’ I asked. 

“Don’t talk to me,” he yelled. “I 
had four aces.”’ 


Kansas City Complaint From The Kansas City Star 


The confused state of Kansas City- 
Jackson county organization politics is 
being demonstrated in the Legislature. 

This seemed to be the year to solve 
the kind of problems that require po- 
litical strength. On paper, at least, 
Kansas City was well equipped for 
action with a partisan Democratic city 
administration, organization control of 
the courthouse and a Democratic dele- 
gation in the Legislature. These politi- 
cally related groups needed only to 
work together to take care of the main 
local problems that required legisla- 
tion. So what happened? 


The local politicians managed to get 
together on bills to raise courthouse 
salaries. And the Legislature seems 
likely to pass the bill sponsored in 
Kansas City to outlaw high school fra- 
ternities. 

Period. 

The overshadowing Kansas City prob- 
lem, of course, is money. If this city 
is to maintain even minimum. services 
it must have additional tax money. 
Yet the proposed earnings tax was laid 
away to die peacefully in the House. 
Not even the sponsor was on hand to 
try to save it. 


Between Book Ends Sahara Adventure 


ADVENTURE IN THE DESERT, by 
Herbert Kaufmann, (Ivan Obolen- 
sky, 218 pgs., $2.95.) 


The Sahara has always afforded Eu- 
ropeans a source of seemingly hypnotic 
fascination. Its multicolored crags, 
rock-strewn regs, and _ undulating, 
sandy wastelands offer deep contrasts 
with the somewhat jaded civilization of 
the West. Here in the northern quarter 
of Africa is an area of refuge where 
man is reduced to his most essential 
being and where the struggle of sur- 
vival is stripped of the cloying self- 
deceits of the ‘‘civilized’’ world. 

Man, God, the struggle for life, and 
the search for water and good pasture 
land in the Sahara all form part of 
an understandable web, however intri- 
cate. Certainly the spate of recent 


travel literature on the Sahara sug- 
gests the search for even fuller under- 
standing is in full cry. It has remained 
for Herbert Kaufmann in his prize- 
winning novel, however, to spin a fic- 
tional web about the peoples of the 
area that gives content and meaning 
to this travel] literature. 

Mr. Kaufmann’s tale is a simple one 


~ which is finely spun and easily told. 


It is the story of young people on the 
threshold of maturity, groping for an- 
swers to adult problems which cannot 
be fully resolved. Tribal custom, the 
wisdom of the elders, and the open de- 
fiance of tribal writ are all resorted to 
by the main protagonists in this brief 
novel, often with melancholy results. 
In the end, issues involving personal 
honor, group morality and parental re- 
sponsibility are left for the considera- 


Tt would be unfair to put the respon- 
sibility for failure of important Jackson 
county legislation on any one group 
alone.

WASHINGTON, June 15 (AP) 
—Former President Dwight D 
Eisenhower told representatives 
6f local government today that 
“excessive centralization. is a 
never-ending threat to our demo- 
cratic future.” 

“The mania that some over 
zealous central agencies seem to 


* have developed lor wanting to 


dominate rather than serve local! 


" government,”’ the former Presi- 


dént said, ‘‘threatens to sap the 
vitality and creative initiative of 
community institutions 
‘““Assuredly, local governments 
should not accelerate this trend 
by defaulting on their own re- 


* sponsibilities.”’ 


Gen. Eisenhower, making his 
scheduled appearance 
since leaving the presidency last 
January, appeared before the 


.World Conference of Local Gov- 


ernments. 

“One of the most deceptive 
doctrines is that political cen- 
¢ralization is the great detergent 
which can cleanse all the nag- 
ging social, economic, educa- 
tional and organizational disor- 
ders that beset humankind,” he 
said. 

Gen. Eisenhower said that ever 
since he had read the teachings 
of Thomas Jefferson and others 
as a boy, “I have lived in the 
conviction that the form of gov- 
ernment which operates most 
closely to the people is also the 
most responsive to the real needs 
and desires of the people. 

“Eight years as Chief Execu- 
tive of this nation served only 
to strengthen this conviction.” 

A nation, he observed, is mir- 
rored by its great cities. He 
continued: 

‘No item on the agenda of do- 
festic affairs is more crucial 
than the task of coping with 
problems arising out of the con- 
centration of population in great 
metropolitan areas.

WASHINGTON, June 15 (AP) 
— All non-alcoholic carbonated 
everages will be required to 
bear a label listing ingredients 
after June 15, 1962, the Food 
and Drug Administration an- 
nounced vesterday. 

Loring F. Overman, public re- 
lations director for the Ameri- 
can Bottlers of Carbonated Bev- 
erages, said few bottlers now 
list ingredients on the bottle. The 
ndustry has been = expecting 
something like the new require- 
ment for about 20 vears 

Overman said there is “‘abso- 
lutely no known estimate’ of 
what the requirement will cost 

We hope for early confer- 
ences between the industry and 
the FDA to develop a feasible 
method of getting at it — arriy- 
ing at conclusions on how the 
labeling will be carried, whether 
on the bottle, the crown or how,’’ 
he said. 

Overman said the industry in 
recent years has been selling 
about 35 billion bottles of its

He told the Senate juvenile de- 
linqguency subcommittee that ex- 
ecutives of the Columbia Broad- 
casting System, let it be known 
that injections of youth and 
crime might improve the ratings 
of ‘‘the aquanauts’’ which Tors 
described as a wholesome hour- 
long program of underwater 
feats. 

Tors said he lost interest in 
“The Aquanauts’” because CBS 
had reversed its “good inten- 
tions.”” The program’s name 
later was changed to ‘Malibu 
Run" under a new producer. 

After this incident, Tors testi- 
fied, he insisted on a clause in 
his contract permitting him to 
pull out of productions that ‘‘ad 
versely influence youth.”’ 

Tors told also of a dispute with 
NBC over the content of ‘‘Man 
and the Challenge.’ a program 
relating how a doctor prepares 
people for survival in situations 
such as space flight.

SINCE FATHER’S DAY has 
focused the spotlight on men this 
week, it seems a logical time to 
discuss a changing picture we 
have been watching with interest 
for the past few years. 

It has been fascinating to see 
the role of the man of the house 
change from that of spectator to 
active participant in the fields of 
marketing and cooking. 

True, there always have been 
some men who liked to wheel the 
cart through the supermarket 
and to prepare meat balls and 
spaghetti or toss their own very 
special salad, but they were the 
exception rather than the rule. 

About five years ago we no- 
ticed an increasing number of 
comments from men which indi- 
cated that they were regular 
readers of this marketing col- 
umn. Intrigued by this sign of 
masculine interest in food shop- 
ping, we cast a speculative eye 
around the local markets and 
discovered that it seemed more 
men were either shopping alone 
or really taking an interest in 
what their wives were buying, 
instead of just tagging along with 
a bored expression. 

Now a recent food trade sur- 
vey shows that over 44 per cent 


of husbands do the grocery shop- 
ping regularly, and 42 per cent 
of them cook regularly (not just 
to show off at a party). 

They are doing a sound, busi- 
ness-like job of marketing, too: 
Studying labels and _ conscien- 
tiously comparing prices. 

In view of this trend, it is 
quite possible that Dad may se- 
lect his own steak for Father’s 
day, along with all of the fixin’s. 


THERE WILL BE an excellent 
array of steaks from which to 
make the choice, and at at- 
tractive prices. Within the past 
two weeks supplies have in- 
creased and prices decreased on 
all kinds of beef. 

While steaks are reasonable, 
the real bargain-buys will be 
found in chucks and pot roasts. 

Pork poses no problem; there 
has been relatively little change 
in it. Keep your eye on veal; it 
cannot be rated as a value but 
there is a trend toward lower 
prices and in the next few weeks 
you may find some attractive 
buys in it. 

Genuine spring lambs are now 
coming to market, but not yet 
in quantities sufficient to make 
it a great value. 

Chickens continue to be low 
enough in cost to please the 
most budget-minded homemak- 
er; high enough in quality to 
please the epicure. 


IN THE PRODUCE depart- 
ments, the ‘‘good buys’’ list lines 
up like this: grapefruit and ban- 
anas represent the fruit cate- 
gory. Vegetables include home- 
grown spinach, beets, turnips, 
potatoes and green onions. 

The great majority of both 
fruits and vegetables come in 
the moderate bracket. Repre- 
sented are asparagus, carrots, 
broccoli, cabbage, beans, endive 
and escarole, cucumbers, 
greens, cauliflower, cantaloupes 
(of generally good quality), cel- 
ery, lettuce, corn, honeydews, 
oranges (with the exception of 
large California ones, which are 
high), dry onions, peppers, pine- 
apples, rhubarb, tomatoes, rad- 
ishes, strawberries, peaches and 
watermelons. 

{fn the luxury category are 
avocadoes, cherries (although 
you may find some specials), 
limes, mangoes, pears, apples, 
and the first new-crop sweet po- 
tatoes from Florida. 

High in price but now avail- 
able are blueberries from North 
Carolina and nectarines. 


New in St. Louis Markets: For 
real convenience, a disposable 
ready-filled table pepper shaker 
is now offered in two attractive 
designs to match the “‘salters’’ 
that were introduced some time 
ago.

WHAT WILL IT BE for 
dessert on Father's day—pie or 
cake? The decision will have to 
be based on your particular 
Dad's individual preference, of 
course. Since both are such 
favorites with men, here are 
recipes to solve the problem in 
either case

What better way to celebrate Father's day than with good friends, glowing charcoal, and 

sizzling steaks? These were marinated for several hours in a flavorful mixture (recipe in 

accompanying story). If Dad likes to take over at the grill, one of the nicest gifts you 
could give him is free rein to prepare whatever he wishes. 


EVER STOP TO THINK how important a role food plays in 


celebrating any day of special significance? 


Take Mother’s day, 


for example; it’s a time for dainty breakfast trays and cakes 


decorated as artistically as the gift packages. 


—that is something else again. 


But Father's day 
It’s the time for thick steaks, 


roasts, crispy golden chicken, or perhaps spareribs. 


If Father is a barbecue en- 
thusiast, one of the nicest gifts 
you can give him is the chance 
to cook anything, but anything, 
at the grill with no holds barred 
and no adverse comment from 
the kibitzers. It’s his day, and 
anything goes. 


Given free rein, man is the 
world’s most adventurous cook. 
He might come up with spare- 
ribs and a ‘spur-of-the-moment 
sauce, steak with blue cheese 
topping, salmon grilled in a bas- 
ket, or a rib roast on the spit 
basted with anything from con- 
centrated onion soup to tomato 
juice cocktail. 


Be sure everyone understands 
the ground rules — silence and 
respect and, whatever the re- 
sults, a congratulatory cheer 
(all part of the Father’s day 
gift.) Dad may come up with 
a classic. steak done to crusty 
perfection, or a grill full of new 
ideas (comforting thought: any- 
thing charcoal broiled has a way 
of turning out subtly aromatic 
and heartily satisfying). 

If he is open to suggestions, 
here are a few to start him on 
his way: 

When a steak is almost 
through sizzling over the wood 
charcoal briquets, spread it with 
this topper: one part crumbled 
blue cheese mixed with two 
parts softened butter, a dash of 
lemon juice, freshly ground 
horseradish. 


From the grill of a man ac- 
knowledged to be an expert on 
outdoor cookery comes this 
idea. Broil a hearty salmon 
steak in wire cooking basket 
over a slow charcoal fire. Sepa- 
rate the glowing wood charcoal 
briquets from each other so heat 
is never intense. Baste frequent- 
ly with melted butter seasoned 
with celery salt and coarsely 
ground black pepper. In final 
stage, top the salmon with pa- 
per-thin lemon rings. 

Some lamb cooks become lions 
in developing ideas for the grill. 
One gourmet bastes lamb with 
seasoned olive oil into which 
fresh mint leaves have been 
crushed; another heats French 
bread to go with the lamb, 
spreads it generously with sea- 
soned butter to which curry pow- 
der has been added and wraps 
it in foil to warm until crisp. 

Men have flair with hamburg- 
ers; it takes a man to top them 
with red onion and grated Par- 
mesan cheese. Cool green salads 
frequently are on the agenda 
with a man-made meal; the male 
chef tends to be lavish with 
herbs and intuitively provides a 
crisp salad as balance. 


If steak is the choice, here is

Two tablespoons lemon juice.

While every one of the 3,790.- 
000 boys and girls in college next 
fal’ obviously will not be spend- 
ing as much as Robert Cutler— 
particularly at a public college 
or university—the true cost of a 
college year will be frighten- 
ingly high in 196]-62. 

The 1,546,000 students in pri- 
vate colleges and universities 
will be spending an average 
$2104, according to the United 
States Office of Education. The 
2,244,000 in public institutions 
will get by with an average 
$1325. 

‘It is not only the high coset 
of education that makes it so 
difficult for families to finance 
college,’’ says Dr. Ernest V. 
Hollis, college financial expert 
in the Office of Education. ‘‘It 
is also the cost of high living 
by the student in college.’’ 

All of this might have come 
as a shock to Bradley Cutler, 
Harvard, 1878. An examination 
of contemporary Harvard rec- 
ords shows that his yearly col- 
lege expense would have run 
something like this:

Erica Cutler, Radcliffe 1963, 
Eric’s daughter, was not even 
sure this week just what her 
expenses will be next year.

Roses Everywhere, 


Except in Her Yard 


IT’S JUNE and everything’s coming up roses for most 
gardeners. There are other flowers in June. The mock orange 
ghrubs form an almost endless bridal veil around one side of 
our yard. The honeysuckle at dusk is so sweet you can hardly 

stand it. The petunias are 
sauty and spicy. 

“That’s summer to me,” 
said the friend we call the 
belle of Nashville. ‘‘Hon- 
eysuckle and petunias.”’ 

Honeysuckle and petuni- 
as and all the rest of the 
annual and perennial rain- 
bow are fine but summer 
to me means roses and 
it’s frustrating that mine 
are such puny pitiful 
specimens. 

In my early trowel and 
error days I modestly 
considered myself an au- 
thority on roses. The 
backyard of our first 
home consisted of a 50- 
foot expanse of clay sub- 
soil into which we. spaded 

a few bushels of manure. 
The roses we grew were 

gorgeous. When other people complained that they couldn’t 
grow roses because they had too many trees or not enough 
time or didn’t have a green thumb, I magnanimously gave 
them the benefit of my wisdom. 

“Have you tried buying them from So-and-so?” 
I'd ask. “Their roses are so healthy you can’t kill 
them. Have you tried feeding with Such-and-such? 
Do you spray them? Roses require very little care 
but repay you for a minimum of effort.”’ 

Then we moved and I found that I had been growing fine 
roses because I had a fine place for growing roses. Our new 
yard had rich looking black soil which must be powdered 
pencil lead. We have towering oaks and pines but our roses 
look like ‘‘before taking’’ pictures of a case of anemia. 

Other rose growers look at them sympathetically and ask 
the questions I used to ask. Have you tried So-and-so and 
Such-and-such? Do you ever spray? Yes, many times more 
than before but the leafy atmosphere seems to attract mildew 
and black spot. 

I still enjoy roses in the yards of other people. You don’t 
need an estate for beautiful roses. The Northwest Webster 
Improvement Association held a garden party at the home of 
Walter and Mildred LaBee who have a spectacular rose walk 
of 300 varieties in an average suburban setting. The prettiest 
Paul’s Scarlets I’ve even seen this year were spilling over a 
flat on Folsom near Spring avenue. And my Uncle John and 
his neighbor, Adam Strumberger, both retired men with small 
South Side yards, vie with one another for the biggest roses 
I’ve ever seen. 

Uncle John edges his roses with that summer moss. Gar- 
den writer Jo Meyer borders hers with ivy. The Harry Bal- 
siger garden which faces on Hawthorne drive and has its 
back border on Newport avenue has a party dress scallop of 
pink roses (Betty Prior?) edged with euonymus. All exam- 
ples to give you hope. 

Undaunted, I keep asking for hints from every 
rose grower I meet. Mrs. Strumberger told me their 
secret: a barrel full of liquid manure which they use 
to water and fertilize at the same time. Walter LaBee 
is using a new commercial fertilizer by a famous 
grass seed manufacturer (irohically the same kind 
I’m using) but he added a helpful hint: he never fer- 
tilizes without watering heavily. He never mulches; 
other rose growers swear by it. 

My last resort may be dramatic. The Webster Groves 
High School Mothers’ Club decorated their senior dance on 
the theme, ‘“Everything’s Coming Up Roses,” and it was a 
memorable sight. Fountains, trellises, urns covered with thou- 
sands of roses, artificial ones, all sizes made by the hard- 


working mothers. From our porch I'll bet you couldn’t tell 
the difference.

MEN AND WOMEN who

Miss Davies. a 63-vear-old re- 
tired physiotherapist, says 

“It's because

instance. If you misuse it, what 
happens? It won't run well. The 
same thing happens to us. An 
examplé is a wrinkled neck. If 
you hold the neck up, you won't 
have wrinkles.” 

Miss Davies, who radiates 
energy as she tours the United 
States, says that many people 
are lazy. ‘‘Look at today’s of- 
fice worker. She sits in a car or 
bus to go to work. When she 
gets there, she rides up in an 
elevator. Then she sits at a 
desk. At noon, 
in an elevator, 
taurant and sits.

“When she finally does stand 
up, her large muscles are too 
weak to support her, and she 
must rely on weaker muscles,

On the subject of posture, 
Miss Davies is emphatic: ‘You 
should always try to be at least 
an inch taller than you are 
whether sitting, standing or lying 
on your bed. Then your spine, 
which is built like a skyscraper 
with one layer on top of an- 
other, will be straight. Shoes 
should fit properly.

Deep Cough Cancer Test 


There has been a vast amount of talk about lung cancer in 
recent years, and quite rightly so. The hard question is: 
What are we going to do about the problem? 

One snipe | answer is to say ‘‘stop smoking cigarettes,” 
«oes and I am sufficiently con- 


advice. 
However, I certainly 


vent ALL lung cancer, for 
there is evidence that 
cigarette smoke isn’t 
guilty all by itself. 

What about the 
countless people who 
were smoking for 
years before anybody 
ever mentioned lung 

cancer? Even if they 
DR. MOLNER have stopped smoking 
now, it’s probable that some of them will develop lung 
cancer anyway. Can something be done for them? 

Yes, if the cancer is discovered early and is re- 
moved. 

I have a current report of an incident in Michigan 
(although I am sure similar cases are occurring else- 
where) involving a test called “deep cough screen- 
ing.” 

In the “deep cough’’ test the person being tested 
sits in front of a nebulizer (or vaporizer) and breathes 
vapor consisting of a salt solution and a wetting agent. 

In a few minutes he coughs. 


examined, just as in the ‘“‘Pap test,”’ 
Or cancerous ones are present. 

One man, in for some other test, was asked, 
heavy smoker, aren’t you?”’ 

He said yes—‘‘Two packs a day since I was 9 years old, 
and I’m 58 now.” 


to see if any abnormal, 


He took the deep cough test (which required about 10 min- | 
utes of his time) and three days later the laboratory reported | 


cells indicating cancer. 


He went back for an X-ray—which didn’t give a positive 


answer. A sécond X-ray, using a different technique, indi- 
cated a very small tumor in one lung. 


I haven’t yet heard the end of the story, but he 
went to the hospital for surgery, and since the tumor 
was so small, there’s a good chance that by now it 
has been removed. With early, small tumors, that can 
be done. 

It will take some experience with the “deep 
cough” test to determine just how good it is. No doubt 
it will be improved as we go along. But I hope and 
strongly suspect that we are on the way to doing 
something about lung cancer instead of just worrying 
about it.

AMONG OTHER pleasant 
memories of my childhood was 
the delightful odor which used 
to emanate from the kitchen, 
spread through the house and 
finally penetrate the whole 
neighborhood, when home-made 
relish was on the stove 

I guess few women bother to 
make it anymore, being content 
with what comes in little jars 
from the supermarket. A friend 
of mine asked his wife one day 
if she could make chili sauce 
and she all but fainted. But 
what he had in mind was the 
kind of chili sauce that used to 
to be made at home, and so 
strong was his urge that he de- 
cided to make a batch himself 
He found a recipe for old fash- 
ioned chili sauce and made three 
quarts which he keeps under 
lock and key. If the Little Wom- 
an wants chili sauce she can buy 
it at the supermarket or make 
her own. 

If any men are 
here’s how he did it: 

First make a bag out of 
cheesecloth and put in it a tea- 
spoon and a half of allspice, a 
teaspoon and a half of whole 
cloves and two sticks of cinna- 
mon. Take a gallon of ripe to- 
matoes and dip them in boiling 
water long enough so that the 
skins will slip off. Slip them off 
Then chop the tomatoes and put 
them in a big enamel kettle 
along with the spices, Add a cup 
of chopped onion, one and half 
cups Of chopped green peppers 
and one and a half cups of 
chopped sweet red peppers. 

Let it cook until the mixture 
has reduced to about half’ its 
original amount. Stir it often 
to keep it from sticking. When 
it has cooked down, add two 
cups of vinegar, one cup of 
Sugar and three tablespoons of 
salt. Now let it boil for five 
minutes, stirring all the time. 
Put it in hot sterile jars and 
seal them. It’s not difficult and 
well worth the trouble. 


A DANDY RELISH which you 
seldom see any more is one 
which turns up under various 
names, but which is most gen- 
erally known as piccalilli. There 
must be many variations of it, 
but here’s a good old country 
recipe which should suit anyone: 

Chop four quarts of green 
tomatoes, add half a cup of salt 
and let it stand overnight. In 
the morning drain it and add 
four finely chopped onions. Big

Put in a pound and a 
half of sugar and a teaspoon 
each of cinnamon and cloves, 
tied in a small cheesecloth bag. 
Let it all simmer slowly until 
most of the liquid has boiled 
away, and seal it. 


CHOW-CHOW, which is often 
confused with piccallili, is some- 
thing else again. Its vegetables 
are undercooked and _ crisp, 
rather than cooked down. Here's 
how: 


In a deep bowl put two or 
three whole, small cucumbers, 
two cups of well chopped cucum- 
ber, two cups of small, peeled 
pickling onions, two cups of 
chopped onion, two cups of 
quartered green tomatoes, six 
red peppers, two cups of chopped 
string beans, two cups of chopped 
celery and two cups of cauli- 
flower bits.

Mix a quart of mild cider vin 
egar, two tablespoons of salt and 
a pound of dark brown sugar. 
Then chop 12 tart apples and 
slice two Spanish onions.
